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ILLINOIS BILL IS ADVANCED 



COMMITTEE REPOBTS FAVORABLY ON SENA- 
TOR DENVIR'S RACING MEASURE. 

Amendment is Made by Which Referendum Vote 
Must be Taken in County Before Provisions 
of Proposed Law May Become Operative. 



SprinKHeld, III.. April 29. — Senator John T. Dt'n- 
vir’s lull purmittin;; raeinK ami pari-imituel iH-ttiiig 
comJitioued on reioreudnni approval by coiiuties, 
baa lM<e-u reported out of the Senate Revenue Coin- 
niiitee in amended form, with th«? approval of 
aixteen senators, and preaential to the Senate. The 
revenue eouiinittee did not meet, but aellon was 
taken tiy signature, an unuaual. but not uui>re- 
eedeuR'd course. 

Senator Ib-nvir got the Idll out of coinniittee l»y 
otdaiului; siKnalnres of sixteen niemiters on a imli- 
tion. A acueduied imi'tinK of the committee was 
not ht'ld. owing to the pressure of other Imsiness. 
Opiameuts of the bill will have an opjKirtunity to 
lie heard wlieii it comes up for consideration on 
seetiml reading in tin* senate, fuder the terms of 
the amemksl lull, t'ook or any other county :n 
tin- state would not lie aide to have raring unless 
a niajorlty of the voters adopted the act. 

The bill provides for a state racing commissiou 
to la- appointed by tlie governor — one member fa- 
miliar with trotting horses, anotber with running 
horses, om- farmer ami two business men. A 
salary of Sio.tWO per aiiiium is provltled for each, 
with a secretary at [kt annum. Each rom- 

nnsaiouer must take an oath to siipiairt the consti- 
tution and ”10 keep this act free from all causi-s 
of Just erltieism.” 

The betting machine sei-tion la-rmits “automatic 
registering machines, in the care of the neces- 
sary cumpetent attendants, who shall act as teui- 
I ponir.v custodians of the money dc|Mislti-d.” 

Each racing as.sociation is to get live per cent 
and no more <if money thus depositml. Tla-re is 
a proyisioii against Sunday racing, racing after 
dark, and from October 10 to May 1. is made a 

I closed perioit. The state Is to receire ten per 

I cent of all receipts from raw meetings. 

.No association under the terms of the bill can 
conduct a meeting of over thirty da.vs in any year, 
and two meetings shall not Im held at the same 
tiiue , in any county or within a radius of lifty 

miles. The racing days shall be apportioned eipiai- 
ly in case there are seyeral associations in a county. 
County and state fair assis-iations are iterutilt^ 

' to come under all or irirtions of the act. 

The bill provides for tin? submission of the ' 
' racing ijiiestion on a iiotitiou signed by onc-lmlf 

of one per cent of the legal voters of a county, 
anti its adoption on receiving a majority of the 
totes east on the proposition. 

The amemlnient providing for the referendum 
reads as fnlltiws: 

“Whenever one-half per cent of one |ier cent 
tif the legal voters resiiliiig within tlie etninty tle- 
Hlring to ailopt tliis act sliall iictition the eoiinty 
eh-rk to snlunit tlie pro|Misiti' ui. wlii-ther or not 
this act ahall la- in fia-ee tir elTf-et in the comity in 
wliieli tlie petitioners reside, it sliall Ik- the ibity 
of the eoiinl.v clerk to submit siieh proiuisilhm at 
tile next general election, provided tliat siieli p«-- 
titlon sliall be presented t'l said county eli-rk not 
less tiiaii fifteen da.vs before such general eleetbm. 
providi'd. however, this act shall not be sobjeelud 
to tlie voters more ibaii once in an.v calendar year 
in the same county. And if it shall apia-ar that 
a inajorit.v tif the voters of such eonnty so voting 
niain the ipiestion shall have votial in favor of the 
ipiestiuns, then all the pnlilic antliorities of such 
comity ahall give their consent and make all m-ces 
sary arraiigcnieiits to curry out the provisions of 
Ibis act.” 

The bill provides a separate etielosure at eaeli 
race track for belting, an ailditional admittanei- 
I'-K- of $1 la-ing necessary. Ten |x-r cent of such 
«<lniittanee fees sliall go to the state. 

Ketting other than by the pari-mutuel uiachliics 
is forbidden.
